The Marquis of Salisbury. 
I von’r think I should like to be Lord Salis- 


bury at this moment. Never was a Foreign 
Secretary — and Lord Salisbury’s business is 
mainly Foreign Secretaryship—so perplexed with 
the variety and difficulty of the problems he has 
to meet. There is the Newfoundland business— 
just a century old, and the despair of practical 
statesmen like Sir Charles Dilke. Nominally that 
is Colonial business, but of course it falls under 
Lord Salisbury’s hands. Then there is the Ger- 
man question in South and East Africa, with 
Germany wanting to drive a huge quadrilateral 
between the domains which the two English 
companies have assigned for their operations. 
Then there is domestic business, over which the 
Premier has to keep an eye. But it is the 
increase in Foreign Office work which nowadays 
distracts Lord Salisbury. It used to be a leisurely 
business at one time. Lord Palmerston very often 
did not work more than three or four hours a 
day. Lord Granville had more to do; but he is 
not a very strenuous official, and he usually took 
his work lightly. Lord Salisbury is of a much 
more anxious temperament, and, though there

Cardinal Manning 


celebrated the twenty-fifth anniversary of his | 
episcopate at Westminster on Sunday, and I am 
glad to see that, Englishmen of all creeds have 
not been ashamed to wish him well. It is curious, 
in the light of the Cardinal’s almost universal 
popularity, to read the story of the bitter hatred 
raised by his predecessor, Cardinal Wiseman.

Lord John Russell wrote a furious letter, which 
he afterwards had reason to regret, and for 
nronths, nay years, the echo of the popular fury 
rolled through our politics. Now we can hardly 
understand it all. I suppose Cardinal Manning | 
is by far the most popular ecclesiastic in Eng- 

land. Personally he is certainly the most 

attractive, the most interesting, the most ideal 

figure in all the Churches—excepting, perhaps, 


. Cardinal Newman. Who does not recognise that

THESPIS. 


DOGS. 
Every dog is said to have his day. Every dog 
certainly “ has his bite,” aud dogs boast a law unto 


themselves. ‘They have, in fact, been the subject 
of special Parliamentary and judicial solicitude. 
Statutes have been passed for their benefit, and for 
the benetit of their owners, and, above all, for the 
benefit of third persons who are brought into un- 
pleasant contact with the dogs. Many solemn law 
cases have been argued and decided on questions per- 
tain ng to the conduct of dogs, while those intelli- 
gent animals have contrived to thrust the expense of 
these rather costly proceedings on owners or enemies 
of dogs. ven in this muzzling age the dog is still 
an animal of considerable legal importance, and not 
many people go through their lives without having 
to know something about the law relating to dogs. 

The dog, like the citizen, must have a history, or 
he is of little legal account. While a dog behaves in 
a quiet and orderly way, he is not an object of special 
interest ; but directly he bites a man, or, worse still, 
an ox, the law has something to say on the matter. 
As soon as a dog is known to be mischievous it is the 
duty of the person whose premises the dog frequents 
to send him away, or cause him to be destroyed. If 
a dog is reputed tò be mad itis, of course, the owner’s 
duty to put it out of the animal’s power to do 
mischief. , 

Every dog, so far asa man is concerned, has his 
first bite free—i.e., an action cannot successfully 
be brought by a person injured by a dog unless the 
owner, who is the defendant in the action, had 
notice of the mischievous nature of the dog. But if 
a dog has once bitten a man, without provocation, or 
under circumstances which would not justify a 
properly behaved dog in acting thus, and the owner 
knows it, it is his duty to chain up or muzzle the 
dog. Otherwise, when another person is bitten, the 
owner will be responsible. It should here be added 
that the word “owner” in this case means not 
merely the owner strictly so called, but any person 
who keeps the dog. ‘Io harbour a dog about your 
premises, or allowing him to be there, is to keep him, 
for this renders any person so doing liable to be 
treated as the owner and sued for damages. The 
putting ‘up of h notice to “ Beware of the Dog” 
will not exempt the owner from liability if the 
person injured cannot or did not read the notice,

W. W.—You cannot claim property now on another 
person’s land. 

Lopar.—It is a question for the justices to decide whether 
the father of the insane young man isin a position to con- 
tribute three shillings per week. If he cannot afford it, let 
him offer what he canafford in writing, and if the guardians 
decline to accept. that offer they will, unless they have an 
order already, be obliged to issue a summons, and the 
Justices will then decide what amount is tobe paid. Letthe 
father be careful to prove his poverty, and call some other 
evidence as to the division of the two pounds weekly. 

Pusiican should consult the clerk to the Justices for his 
Petty Sessional Division, who will tell him what the Justices 
for that division will expect.

ONSIDER: the Roseveans, from father to 
son, had been from time immemorial wreckers, 
smugglers, and pilots.

This trade 
brought in a steady income. They also sent 
out boats, filled with fresh vegetables, to 
meet the homeward-bound East Indiamen. 
And they were also, like the rest of the art- 
less islanders, wreckers and smugglers. In 
the former capacity they occasionally ac- 
quired an extraordinary quantity of odd and 
valuable things. In the latter profession 
they made at times, and until the Peace and 
the Preventive Service put an end to the 
business, a really fine income. 

Then, on Samson, they continued to live 
after the patriarchal fashion and in the old 
simplicity.

And 
there’s the rich young man, to be sure, who wastold to 
sell all that he had and to give to the poor. He went 
away sorrowful. You can’t do that, Armorel, 
because there are no poor on Samson. And it’s said, 
‘Woe unto you that are rich, for you have had your 
consolation!’ Well—but if your money never is

SUMMER COSTUME OF A PARISIENNE. 
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IBEX - SHOOTING IN THE 
HIMALAYAS.

sheep at one rupee each, nine she-goats for milk.

started on July 20 up the glacier, moving along | 


the top of it. We reached a good-looking side 
nullah in the evening, and I pitched my tent. 
From the 21st to the 24th I saw some small ibex, 
but did not get a shot. 

“ On the 25th we crossed the glacier, a good 
mile broad, and not very easy going, and began 
a climb up the opposite side of thenullah. I had 
taken with me my felt bed-bag to sleep in, and 
provision for three days. About two in the 
afternoon we saw one ibex standing out against 
the sky on the highest point for miles round ; 
presently another. and another, came in sight, 
till at last we conld count thirty-nine male ibex. 
It was a splendid sight as they stood there, look- 
ing allhorns. The shikarri and I placed ourselves 
just below the snow-line, where it seemed likely 
they would come down in the evening to feed, and 
waited patiently behind a rock. About half past 
five o'clock they began coming down, first the 
small ones, and Jast of all three old white-coated 
fellows. with splendid heads. They came on 
gradually to within two hundred yards of us, 
and, after a short crawl behind a mound, I got a 
shot at the oldest and whitest of them all. They 
all made off straight back the way they had come 
down, and I thought I had missed the ibex 
altogether. I bagged one with a fair head as 
thev were going off, and returned to where we 
had left the food and ‘blankets, thoroughly dis- 
heartened at missing the big one. 

“ Between the 25th and 31st I bagged five ibex, 


| the last being the very one I had first fired at. 


He was in wretched condition. with a large 
wound in his quarter made by the bullet of the 
25th. ‘The two best heads were about forty 
inches each. On the 29th I was witness of a 
curious sight, while stalking an ibex lying by 
himself on a small patch of grass. The shikarri 


| suddenly pulled me down, and pointed out to me

WORLD. 


BRUSSELS. 


(By Our Own Roving Correspondent.) 


Here we are in the Belgian capital, landed at 
the Gare du Nord (as they call their Great Northern 
Station), one hour from Antwerp. 

The Gay City, 
with its beautiful clean streets and beautiful 
houses, cannot fail to charm anyone in fine sun- 
shine. To call Brussels Paris en miniature needs 
a great stretch of imagination. But it can fairly 
be classed among the most beautiful capitals of 
Europe. 

The River Senne 


divides the higher part of the town from the 
lower part. You cannot see the river, because, 
thanks to one of Brussels’ well-known burgo- 
masters, the late M. Anspach, that dirty river is 
invisible: it runs underneath the magnificent 
Boulevards De la Senne, Anspach, and Du 
Hainaut, which traverse the town from north to 
south. But that river is really the boundary 
between the plains of Flanders and the hills 
which, in uninterrupted succession, continue 
until you reach the Ardennes. 
On the first of these hills 


Brussels is Built, 


amphitheatrically. And one of the most exquisite 
views is from the heights of the village of Scheut. 

The whole city lies at your feet, with all 
its magnificent buildings, monuments, church 
towers, and its mass of grey and red roofs. 
There in the middle of the city the massive 
towers of the 


Cathedral of Ste. Gudule 
(the city’s patron saint) rise majestically and

proud. To the right you have the Palais de 
Justice, a superb Babylonian structure of 
marble and porphyry overtopping everything : 
the sword of Justice overshadowing the cross. 
Next there is the spire of the Hôtel de Ville, 
rising smartly and graciously, and surmounted 
by the image of the Archangel St. Michael. 
You will see all these, of course, in the city. 
But am I wrong in describing the Hôtel de Ville, 
that marvel of Gothic architecture, as a piece of 


real 
Brussels Lace-Work ? 


At the back of this beautiful panorama there 
rises as a kind of curtain the forest of Soignés 
in its majestic beauty. 

But I am losing myself in the clouds in gazing 
upon that lovely picture before me. To say that 
“ Broeksele’’ was the origin of the word 
“ Bruxelles ” is but conjecture. But it appears 
to be undoubted that the founder of the place 
was St. Jery (Gaugericus), who hailed from the 
North of France, and became Bishop of Cambrai 
towards the year 580. 

Since that time Brussels has gradually de- 
veloped into that which it is now; but during 
the tenth century the Brussels people had already 
felt the want of a patron saint, and they chose 
Ste. Gudule, the niece of Pepin de Landey. 

The ancient demolished fortifications are the 
sites of 

' The Delightful Boulevards, 
which encircle the inner part of the town, and 
which are charming promenades, especially well 
frequented on Sundays. If the chronicler Coomans 
may be relied upon, Brussels has only taken the 
aspect of a capital within the last three centuries. 

Now the city proper has 170,000 and the 
faubourgs (suburbs) have 300,000 inhabitants— 
an agglomeration of 


Half a Million of People. 


Some of the old crooked and narrow streets are 
still to be found ; but there are mostly, now, none 
but wide, beautiful, and straight thoroughfares. 

The Palais de Justice 
is undoubtedly the finest building in Brussels. 
It occupies an immense space, has swallowed 
up a whole quarter—namely, the Quartier des 
Morelles, and its construction has cost about 


conception, a giant dominating the whole city 
and its environs. But magnificent as is its 
exterior, it is simply indescribably beautiful in 
its interior, and if you will follow me to the top 
of the cupola you will get 
A Most Beautiful View 

of the surroundings of the place for about ten 
leagues round. 

As we are close to the ancient Porte de Hal, on 
the Boulevard Waterloo, we will see that museum 
with its superb collections of arms, antiquities, 
and historical reminiscences. The boulevards 
thence to the Porte de Namur are the most 
charming. There are about ten rows of splendid 
trees, and the roadway is always full of beautiful 
carriages and splendid riders, ladies and gentle- 
men. 

In the Rue de la Regence 


we have the Brussels Conservatoire of Music. 
But follow me quickly to the Place du Petit 
Sablon, recently transformed into a square. Its 
little garden is encircled by finely sculptured 
columns of blue-stone, surmounted by statuettes 
in bronze, representing types of the ancient and 
powerful working-men’s corporations of Brussels. 
In the middle of the square is the statue of the 
two martyrs of liberty—Counts D’Egmont and 
De Hornes, the victims of Spanish tyranny. 
That palace at the back of the square is the 
secular palace of the Dukes D’Arenberg, and in 
it there is a gallery of painting of the old 
Flemish masters. 
The Museum of Paintings 


in the Place Royale, which has been greatly 
enlarged since its first construction under Marie 
Thérèse of Austria, is full of pictures, of priceless 
value. There are many works of Rubens, Van 
Dyck, Teniers, Rembrandt, all excellent ones; 


‘but modern art is also largely represented. 


The Historical Museum is now transferred to 
the localities which were formerly used as 
restaurants of the defunct Zoological Gardens.

The Royal Palace, 
in front of the verdant park, occupies a part of 
the place of the former oratory of the Dukes De 


Brabant. Externally it is not very interesting,

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but its interior harbours beautiful collections of 
paintings (masterpieces) and other rare objects 
| of art. The very old park is a delicious prom- 
enade, where the good 
Brussels people flock in 
summer days and evenings 
and listen to excellent 
music. Opposite the park 
you have the Chamber of 
Representatives, in the Rue 
de la Loi, by the side of 
the Senate. The Chamber, 
destroyed by fire a few 
years ago, was rebuilt on 
new plans, and is a fine 
building. The whole of 
the Rue de la Loi and a 
part of the Rue Royale 
were built on. the same 
plan during the seventeenth 
century. 

The Cathedral of Ste. 

Gudule, 


in the Place Ste.. Gudule, 
is a splendid edifice. Two 
massive but unfinished 
towers crown that build- 
ing, which was begun 
towards the twelfth and 
finished towards the four- 
teenth century. It is full 
of sculptures and paint- 
ings, but the windows are 
among the finest in the 
world, like those of the 
Munich churches. 
But now to 
The Grande Place, 

and to that magnificent 
Hôtel de Ville surrounded in the square by 
buildings of matchless beauty. ‘They are all 
marvels of Gothic architecture. If you want 
an idea of ancient Brussels, see the paintings

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Here is the stately 


Drachenfels, or Dragon 
Rock, 

which, alas! like nearly 
every mountain and hill on 
the Continent, you can as- 
cend by a railway. The 
wine yielded .by the vine- 
yards on its slopes is called 
Drachenblut, or dragon’s 
blood. The castle was de- 
stroyed in the Thirty Years’ 
War. There is a cavern 
halfway up the hill, which 
is said to have well housed 
a dragon, and that the hero 
Siegfried slew the monster, 
bathed himself in its blood, 
and thus became invulner- 
able. A still prettier story 
is associated with the ruins 
of Rolandseck. 1t was built, 
it is said, by the good knight 
Roland,the Paladin of Charles 
the Great. Before starting 
for the wars Roland had 
married the fair Hildegunde, 
daughter of the Knight of 
Drachenfels. News of his 
death reached the anxious 
lady, who, broken-hearted, 
retired to a convent. On 
his return Roland found his 
bride wedded to Heaven 
alone, and he built Roland- 
seck, where he wore out his 
soul in sadness, and, after 
the death of Hildegunde, 
never spoke again. 
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VOYAGE OF THE 
BERTHON FOLDING 
BOAT. 


Sonex interest has recently been 
excited by the challenge which 
appeared in the newspapers 
on behalf of the Berthon Boat 
Company (Limited), of Rom- 
sey, to sail one of their 28-foot 
collapsible canvas boats, from 
Southampton to Liverpool, 
against any other collapsible 
boat for £200, or any ordinary 
ship’s boat of same size for 
£20. The challenge not 
being accepted, the Berthon 
boat started on her voyage, 
from Southampton Quay, at 
11.10 a.m. on Monday, the 
19th ult. We give an Illus- 
tration of the boat, as she 
appeared directly after getting 
under weigh. Her dimensions 
are 28 ft. long, 8ft. beam, and, 
when closed or collapsed, her 
width is only 2ft. She is an 
insubmergible life-boat, hav- 
ing about 120 cubic feet of 
air in eight longitudinal com- 
partments. The act of ex- 
pansion is automatic, being 
effected in two seconds. The 
boat is rigged with a large 
standing lug on the main 
mast, and a smaller one on the 


a forestay sail and a jib, together with a balloon- 
jib and spinnaker for moderate winds. She 
has, in addition, a smaller suit for bad weather. 
Captain Cooke, a certificated master, of Cowes, 
is in command; and he has two scamen under 
him—William Turner, and an old man-of-war’s 
man named Fryer, both being in the permanent 
employ of the company. Previous to the boat 
leaving on her adventurous voyage she was 
inspected and her equipment approved of by a 
Board of Trade surveyor. The tent fixed amid- 
ships answers the purpose of a cabin, and fora 
dinghy a nine-feet duplex Berthon boat was 
towed. The inventor, the Rev. E. L. Berthon 
(Vicar of Romsey Abbey), and a friend, with the 
secretary of the company, were passengers to 
the first. available port, but owing to there being 
but a breath of wind and much rain they landed 
at Netley. Starting from Padstow on June 2, 
she experienced a stormy passage to Milford 
Haven, having to ride to anchor with a new 
patent sea-anchor (also the invention of Mr. 
Berthon) for twelve hours. Captain Cooke 
reports the boat behaved splendidly in the heavy 
S.W. gale and cross seas that were encountered. 
The buoyant boat continued her voyage, and 
again rode out very rough weather; but, on 
Monday morning last, the heaviness of the seas 
drove her into harbour at Newport, Pembroke- 
shire. 

The Board of Trade has lately issued a certifi- 
cate approving the Berthon boat as a life-saving 
appliance under the new Merchant Shipping 
Act; and we understand they are now being 
largely supplied to the mercantile marine shipping 
companies, which should not neglect to instruct 
their captains to see that they are frequently

istic age—namely, that in the neigh- 
bourhood is the 

Apollinaris Spring, 
which is the property of an English 
company. About 50,000 bottles are 
filled daily, and 750,000 are dispatched 
every month to America alone. 

Another picturesque scene which 
catches the eye is the Tower of Ehren- 
fels, but what legends are connected 
therewith I know not. All of us, how- 
ever, have heard the legend of the 
Lorelei rock, which is to be seen as one 
approaches a bend of the river. It will 
be remembered that a nymph had her 
dwelling on the rock, and by her sweet 
singing enticed the fishermen into the 
whirlpool below. The usual photograph 
loses some of its charm in that the lady 
is absent for the nonce. 


Last of all one sees the fortress of 
Ehrenbreitstein, sometimes called the 
Gibraltar of the Rhine. It is inaccess- 
ible on three sides, and does indeed look 
formidable from the river, At last we 
reach Bingen, which reminded me of 
a well-known poem that I had heard 
sadly murdered on one oceasion. There 
are some twenty verses of a sentimental 
nature, in which a soldier, dying in 
Algiers, recalls his beloved home on 
the Rhine. Each verse ends with the 
refrain :— 

For I was born in Bingen, dear Bingen on 

the Rhine. 
The way that reciter murdered the sim- 
ple word Bingen is unforgettable. 

But I hasten away from the Rhine in 
order to visit 


Frankfort-on-the-Maine, 


which interests me on account of its 
being the birthplace of Goethe. Well, 
there is a great deal to see in Frankfort: 
in addition to Schwanthaler’s monu- 
ment of the greatest German poet, there 
is the Römer, or townhall, the Opera 
House, the Cathedral, and the Art Insti- 
tute; but J should only weary you were 
I to attempt anything of a description 
of these places. OK. 8.

But, fortunately, the number of cyclists in- 
creases all the time, and, once men begin to ride, 
their minds are broadened, and they understand 
not only the healthy pleasure of riding, but the 
fact that because serious accidents occasionally 
occur the entire sport must not, in consequence, 
be pronounced a danger and a nuisance to the 
public. 


Some dissatisfaction is being expressed among 
cyclists with the appointment of Dr. Turner to 
handicap the chief events at the Royal meeting 
at Paddington. They think it a usurpation of 
the rights of Mr. H. H. Griffin, the official handi- 
capper of the Union. It is to be regretted that 
on such occasions it never seems possible to order 
matters more amicably.

To give a good idea of it he sends me some notes 
of arun with the Crieff Cycle Club. They are 
a little too long to publish here in full, but I can 
just point out a few of the principal attractions 
of the neighbourhood.

Fil.:’s Hill; and at last reach the pretty village 
of cae same name, about twelve miles from 
Crieff, where the club has tea and rests before 
the journey home again. A great part of the 
way Ben Voirlich rises on the horizon, and there 


are mountains on every side, though the route 
you follow is almost level: there is but one hill 
where a cyclist woul? ve likely to dismount. 

I hope any tourist who chances to be in that 
part of the country will try this little run re- 
commended by Mr. Dack, a Crieff man. I have 
found the roads in other parts of Scotland (I 
have never been to Crieff) very good, and the 
inns comfortable. It is a delightful country for 
a tour, though in the west especially the tourist 
must be prepared for rain.
